Washington. Jan. lo, (ZP)— The 
supreme court today upheld the 
constitutionality of the sweeping 
espionage 
act 
of 
1917 
which 
makes it a crime to obtain or 
transmit 
any 
“ information re­ 
specting the national defense x x x 
to be used to the injury of the 
United States or to the advantage 
of any foreign nation,’’ friend or 
foe. 
Two men convicted in Califor­ 
nia of violating the act in 1998 
by furnishing to Russia naval in­ 
telligence 
reports 
which 
they 
deemed 
“ innocuous” 
contended 
the statute was so broad that it 
might even proscribe the publica­ 
tion of crop reports by newspa­ 
pers if a ju ry held that such in­ 
formation 
was 
connected 
with 
“national defense.” 


Status Mat Change 
The court said, however, that 
the provisions of 
the 
act 
were 
“not simple prohibitions 
against 
obtaining or delivering to foreign 
powers Information which a jury 
may consider relating to national 
defense.” In that case. it added, 
the law might be invalid. 
The opinion, by Justice Reed, 
emphasized that it was unneces­ 
sary “ to prove that the informa­ 
tion obtained was to he used to 
the injury of the United States” 
hut that it was enough to show 
that it was “ to the advantage of 
any foreign nation.” 
“ No distinction 
is 
made

tween friend

enemy.” it re­ 
marked. “ Unhappily the status of 
a 
foreign 
government 
may 
change.”

Gorin, a Russian employed by a

company. 
Sal.ch was alleged to have sold to 
Gorin reports from the naval in­ 
telligence files on the movements 
of Japanese officials and civilians 
on the West coast. Gorin was sen­ 
tenced to six years in prison and 
Zalleh to four and each was fined 
$ 10,000. 


Court Splits 5-4 
The court’s decision in this case 
was unanimous, with Justice Mur­ 
phy. former attorney general, not 
participating. 
The court split 5 to 4, however, 
in a case involving the right of 
federal district 
courts 
to 
order 
persons to undergo physical exam­ 
inations when their physical con­ 
dition is at issue. 
Tim majority decision, by Jus­ 
tice Roberts, held such an order 
was valid under rules of civil pro­ 
cedure promulgated under an Act 
of 1934 which authorized the su­ 
preme court to prescribe rules for 
the lower courts.

Upheld By Rushton 


In Labor Opinion 


Lansing, Jan. 13. i/P)— An opin­ 
ion by Attorney General Herbert 
J. Rushton today upheld the state

within the state labor mediation 
law s “public interest” clause.

Rushton declared in a sweeping 
opinion addressed to Auditor Gen­ 
eral Vernon J. Brown that with 
adoption of the constitutional civ­ 
il service amendment, by the elec­ 
torate. the auditor general’s pow- 
er of approving 
payrolls 
became 
“ merely ministerial.” 
Pay checks cannot be issued to 
persons who are not certified by

department, 
Rushton said.

that “ the rules adopted by said 
commission will have

and effect of law the same as if 
the legislature had been designat­ 
ed to do that work and said rules 
must be respected

The amendment has given the 
commission the power and author­ 
ity to make its own laws and to 
construe the amendment in every 
particular." 
Despite the fact the amendment 
contained a clause that it should 
take effect Jan. I. Rushton ruled 
it became effective last Dec. ti. He 
said that the civil service commis­ 
sion should decide what persons 
are department heads 
and

YVashington, D. C.— Looking at the poli­ 
tical record of th e last decade, possibly th e 
subject that en g a g ed the most th o u g h t of 
capitalists, 
industrialists, 
and 
politicians 
is w h at was te rm e d the power trust issue. 
In the halls of Congress and on nearly 
every platform w h e re public issues xvere 
debated such projects as Muscle Shoals, 
Boulder Dam, an d the Tennessee Valley 
Authority 
were 
discussed. 
The ten-year 
period could xvell be called the election 
power developm ent era of the Nation. 


While all this was going on in the Uni­ 
ted States, Great Britain was successfully 
coping with tho electric power issue w i t h ­ 
out political strife. The ta sk was acco m p ­ 
lished by developing xvhat is known as the 
Electrical Grid. which now supplies elec­ 
tric energy in th e United K ingdom tinder 
gov ern m e n t 
control 
but 
through 
s e m i­ 
private agencies. 


The Grid is a netw ork of transm issio n 
‘tines criss-crossing the country, co n n e ct­ 
ing a system of g en e ratin g plants and dis­ 
tributing current, to retailers. Some 5000 
miles of line a re involved, and serving all 
industrial centers as well as most of til** 
rural population. It is said to be a most 
acceptable 
se tu p 
for 
E n g lan d 's 
present 
troubles, and so far no reports have been 
made of its bom bing. 


Great Britain's power problem did not 
take the sam e p a t te rn as did the power 
issue in the United States. H i r e the fear 
was expressed by many legislators a n d re­ 
form ers that the p o w er-genera ting agencies 
would get into th* h an d s of a super-power 
trust which would destroy private o w n e r ­ 
ship. Blit 
in 
E ngla nd th e situation 
was 
different, for th e re the problem xvas too 
m a n y in dependent, com peting companies, 
and it was to overcom e th e ir deficiencies 
tha t the Grid was organized. 


From th e beginning of the electrical in­ 
dustry in England, local companies were 
ch artered 
by 
P a rliam ent, 
each co m pany 
being given the right to distribute power 
exclusively in a given locality, usually a 
local governm ent district or compact m u n i­ 
cipality. While com panies operated u n d e r 
this P arliam en ta ry permission, there was 
no control over prices, xvhich resulted in 
an un sta n d a rd iz e d Industry, and obviously 
bringing into bold com parison the* great 
differences of rate s in various localities. 
In some in stances an in dustrial com pany 
would be paying two different rates for 
power 
because 
it 
m ade such purchases 
from two s e p arate companies.
